BELGRADE, April 146. — A bloodless coup 
G’etat was effected here last night and King 
Alexander I., the youtbfal ruler of Servia, 
who has heretofore governed the country 
through regents, to-day rules in his own 
name. 

A Wanquet was given at the palace last 
night tocelebrate King Alexander’s success in 
passing the examinstion prescribed for Ser- 
Vian students. M. Risties and Gen. Bala- 
macova, the regents, and all the Ministers 
of State were present, as were alsoa large 
umber of the friends and sapporters of the 
regents. 

For many months past the situation in 
Servia has deen critical owing to the abuse 
of the power by the regents and state 
officials. Affairs had become so bad that the

In accordance with this determina- 
tion plans were secretely a by means of 
which the regents and the Ministry would 
be ousted without opportunity for opposi- 
tion. 

Unsuspectingly the regents and Ministers 
attended the banquet, and while they were 
enjoying themselves at the palace detach- 
ments of soldiers and bodies of police took 
possession of the Ministers’ house and oc- 
cupied the Government buildings. At mid- 
night, while the festivities were in progress, 
King Alexander prociaimed that he had at- 

med his majority, and that he had as- 
dete with the Skupshtina, the govern- 

ot the country. 

As a matter of fact, the King had not at- 
aimed his majority. According to the Ser- 
Vian law he does not become of age untill he 
i years of age, and as he was born Aug. 
. 1876; he wil) not be 18 for considerably 
overayear. When the deposed regents and 
Ministers heard the proclamation they were 
dumbfounded. The King and his advisers 

acted with great promptftude, and soldiers, 
who were in waiting, at once placed the re- 
gentsand Ministers under arrest, and they 
were sent to rooms which had been prepared 
for them in the palace, where they are under 


guari. 

. The Servian army is loyal to the King. 
Had it not been, the coup d’etat would not 
have been possibile. After the issuing of the

Da proceeded to the barracks were the 
troops were under arms and was received 
with joyous acclamations and many ex- 
pressions of loyulty. 

The proclamation, which will de issued 
everywhere in the country to-day bears the 
King’s signature. Init Alexander declares 
that the constitution has deen late- 
lyin sore jeopardy, the rights of citizens 
imperiled andthe constitutional position of 
Parliament so abused that the King must 
ena the unhappy condition of 
affairs. He therefore deciares that he has 
come of age and bas assumed kingly power. 
Henceforth, the proclamation adds, the 
Servian constitution acquires its full sig- 
nificance. The regents have been deposed. 
M. Dokitch is the new Prime Minister. 


The Ministry which the King has driven 
from power are Liberals. This morning the 
King issued a decree dissolving the 
Skupsh*tina, and writs for new elections have 
been sent to the various constituencies. This 
latter fact shows that the preparations for the 
stroke must have been completed somé time 
ago. The new elections will be held on 
April 80. 

At 11 o’ clock this morning the King, accom- 
panied by many military and State officials, 
went to the cathedral, where ate deum was 
gung in celebration of his accession to the 
throne. As the royal party were proceeding 
to the Cathedral a salute of 101 guns was 
fired fromthe ramparts. So far theact of 
Alexander appears to meet with the approval 
of the populace. The shops were closed in 
honor of the event, and the streets are 
thronged with people discussing the situa- 
tion 


Upon the conclusion of the religious ser. 
vices atthe cathedral, King Alexander re- 
turned to the palece. The people on the 
streets gave him an ovation and many of 
them followed himtothe palace. Here they 
cheered until his majesty appeared upon a 
balcony thanked the peeple for their 
demonstra s ot loyalty. He promised to 

the constitution and to secure the 
people the full enjoy ment of the rights.

PLOTS AND COUNTER PLOTS IN WICARAUGUA. 

PANAMA, Colombia, April 14,—Following 
closely on the discovery ofa plot in Leon for 
the overthrow of President Sacasa, through 
the confession of the wife of Goikloa, comes 
the news from Nicaraugua of the frustration 
of another conspiracy which was being 
hatched. 

It has been learned that it was proposed to 
strike simultaneously in Managua, Granada 
and Leon. When the Government was in- 
formed of the plot orders were issued for the 
arrest of the leaders in Managua, ex -Presi 
dent Joaquin Zavala and the Liberal leader. 
Gen. Sanota Zelaya. A wealthy merchant in 
Granada, Frederico Salorzano, with Col, 
Paez and many other promitent persons, 
were captured there. 

Carmero Canea, the Cuban agent, was ar- 
rested in Leon as an accomplice, and exiled. 
He was suspected of attempting to introduce 
arms with which to equip the revolutionists. 


WILL HIDE THE STING. 


TARIFF DOCTORS OF MEXICO WITHDRAW A 
BILL TO AMEND IT. 


CITY OF Mxxioo, April 14.—The original bill 
presented to Congress last week imposing 
export dutieson coffee, hides, skins, ore and 
henequen, is not to become a law. It has 
met with such remonstrance and disap- 
proval from the progressive element of 
Mexico, who are interested in building up 
trade with the United States and other coun- 
tries, that the Ways and Means Committee 
ofthe Chamber of Deputies have withdrawn 
it for the purpose of amending it. 

The withdrawal of the bill is not supposed 
to mean that itis to be so completely trans- 
formedas to change the character of the 
duty to be imposed, but it is said that when 
returnedto the Chamber it will have as- 
sumed a more scientific form. 

It is asserted by those opposed to the Dill 
that itis possible to devise an importation 
tariff? which will very materially increase the 
Government’s revenues, and that such 
changes should be madein the importation 
duties as to render the raising of revenue by 
export duties wholly unnecessary. 


ALARMED CANADIANS, 


HAMBURG IMMIGRANTS SMUGGLED BY WAY OF 
LIVERPOOL. 


MONTREAL, April 14.—A startling cablegram 
has been received here to the effect that em- 
grants from Hamburg. who started out of 
infected districts, are being smuggied 
through to Canadian ports via Liverpool. 

The health authorities are thoroughly 
alarmed. The steamship men deny the truth 


of the cable. 

Dr. E. P. La Chapelle, head ofthe Provin- 
cial Board of Health, said that he thought it 
imgossible to bring Infected Immigrants into 
Ca nada by way of Englena. He thought there 
was no immediate danger as far as Montreal 
was concerned, as navigation had not 
opened here yet. As tothe Nxelihood of such 
infected immigrants passing throngh Hali- 
fax, Dr. La Chapelle would jnotexpress an 
opinion. 

Here is what a passenger agent of one of 
our raliroad lines said: ‘‘Immigrants from 
any part of Europe can book to Liverpool 
and London and not be stopped, evenif they 
are from infected ports. They can rebook 
there to Canada. The steamships and ral 
ways will take their good money and stand 
the chance of their being stopped on this 
side. If this cable is reliable, and it is sent 
by a respectable person, there is every need 
for the health authorities here to destir 
themselves. 


THE BELGIAN RIOTS. 


DISTURBANCES GROWING OUT OF THE UNUIVERL 
SUFFRAGE AGITATION TO BE CHECKED. 

BRUSSELS, April 14.—The authorities are 
taking vigorous measures to prevent a con- 
tinuation of the disturbances growing out of 
the universal suffrage agitation. The Burgo- 
master of Brussels has issued a decree pro- 
hibiting the holding of any procession or any 
public assemdlage under severe penalties. 

The socialist leader Volderts is to be made 
anexample of. The authorities know that 
Volderts is responsible for all the disturb- 
ances and was the ringleader in the rioting. 
Ihe Garde Civique, which is a sort of a cav- 
airy, has been patroling the streets during 
the night with the object of suppressing any 
movement toward an outbreak and order at 
present prevails. 

Disorderly demonstrations were renewed 
in Brussels to-day. The strikers who have 
left work asa protest against the action of 
the Chamber of Representatives in rejecting 
universal suffrage, paraded the streets and 
twice came into conflict with the police. The 
strikers threw stones and bottles at the po- 
lice and resisted orders to disperse. Several 
persons were hurt. The strikers gaining 
ground in the district of Mons, in the Prov. 
ince Haninaut, and more trouble is ferment- 
ing there. 

A battalion of infantry has 
town of Dour, nine miles from Mul: 
there is a disposition to violence. 

At Qurregnon, four miles from Mons, the 
strikers areagain violent, and at Wasmes, 
six miles from Mons and Paturages, four 
miles from Mons, the situation bas already 
assumed a dangerous aspect. Strikers 
have been parading the streets, armed with 
spades and picks, nave attacked and plun- 
dered a number of houses and wrecked the 
works of a colliery. As their numbers in- 
creased they have grown more violent and 
aggressive, and at the latest advices they 
were threatening to cut the telegraph wires, 
and thus prevent the news of their depreda- 
tions and outrages from being carried at once 
to the authorities. The greatest anxiety 
prevails. At the meeting to-day of the Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Representatives, 
appointed to preparea revision of the Con- 
stitution, M. Jansen and M. Feron announced 
that they and forty other mem 
bers of the Left would accede to 
the scheme of M. Nyssen, based on the 
principle of plural voting. This would give 
the government who accept Nyssen’s scheme 
the requisite two-thirds majority for carry- 
ing the revision of the constitution in the 
House and thus solving the electoral prob- 
lem.

AGGRESSIVE CHINESE.

TROOPS MASSING ON ran BURMESE FRONTIER 
AND RUSSIA ACTIVE. 


CALCUTTA, April 14.—The Kachins rising in 


Burmah is becoming serious. Five hundred 
well armed Chinese have attacked two vil- 
lages east of Zalan and have surrounded a 
Getachment of fifty British soldiers. A 
strong relief force has been dispatched to the 
a from Bhamo and other reinforcements 
ve been sent from Madras. It is stated 
that the Governor of Yunnan is arming the 
Chinese irregulars to assist the Kachins. 
Chinese troops are engaged in suspicious 
movements on the Burmese frontier.

ONE GOOD TURN DESERVES ANOTHER. 

BUENOS AYRES, Argentina, April 14.—The 
Argentine Times States that the Argentine Gov- 
ernment has refused the request of Great 
Britain for the extradition of Jabez Spencer 
Balfour. It isstated that he would have been 
delivered upto the British authorities had 
Mr. Pakenham been willing to guarantee that 
Great Britain would deliver up alleged crim- 
mals charged with similar offenses on the re- 
quest of the Argentine authorities. 


HOME RULE THE QUESTION NOW. 
Lonpon, April 14.—Mr. Gladstone has been 
visited by a deputation, which urged upon 
him the wisdom of the advocacy of imperial 
federation by the Government with the view 
of binding together the empire more closely 
and at the same time of benefiting trade and 
commerce within the empire. Mr. Glad- 
stone said that he sympathized with the 
views expressed, but he added that it would 
be impossible to legislate on the subject now, 

as the country was otherwise occupied. 


THE HOME RULE DEBATE, 

Lorpon, April 16.—In the House of Com- 
mons yesterday the debate on the home rule 
bill was resumed. Henry Chaplin led the 
Conservative attack upon the measure and 
pointed out many flaws in the bill. John E. 
Redmond, a Parnellite member followed, 
witha len gthy review of the historic basis of 
Ireland's demand for home rule. On motion 
of Home Secretary Asquith the debate was 
adjourned. 

New York, April l4.—Eugene Kelly, Treas- 
urer of the National Federation of America, 
has forwarded $10.000 to Justin McCarthy, 
M. P., for the home rule fund. 


CHARGED WITH BRIBERY. 

Crrr oF MEXICO, Mexico, April 14.—Cecilio 
Salerias, a wealthy land owner of the State 
of Coahuila, has been arrested on a charge 
of attempting to bribe Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Jose Lemantour. Salerias has a claim 
against the Government and recently wrote 
to the Minister, offering him a part of the 
claim it he would order the payment of the 
amount in full. 


DE LESSEPS MUST GO TO JAIL. 

Paris, April 14.—The Court of Cassation re- 
jected the appeal of Charles De Lesseps from 
the sentence of a year’s imprisonment im- 
posed upon him for having corrupted ex- 
Minister of Public Works Bamaut. He can- 
not now escape from Imprisonment except 
through the clemency of President Carnot. 


ARMENIAN CHRISTIAN BAITING. 

Lowpow, April 14.—In the House of Com- 
mons it Was stated that the Government had 
not been informed asto any recent disorders 
in Armenia, although numerous arrests had 
been made for alleged sedition, The Turkish 
Government has assured Great Britain that 
amnesty haa been extended to all Armenians 
except those strongly suspected of posting 
seditious placards. The British Government 
therefore did not propose to have any con- 
ference with other powerson the subject of 
the Armenian troubles.

A Divorce Suit Which Has Shocked St, 
Joseph Society. 


‘BANK CASHIER GEO. E. BLACK’S CHARGE 


‘AGAINST HIS WIFE. 


President John Donovan, Jr., of the Same 
Bank Nemed as Co-Respondent—How 
the Guilty Pair Were Entrapped by the 
Suspscting Husbanad-Two Policemen 
Witness the Scene. 


Ae ee 8 
week the air has been filled with all sorts of 
rumors and reports concerning a case of 
domestic infelicity and infidelity, involving 
two of the best known citizens of St. Joseph, 
— . lady of most charming personal ap- 
ce and great popularity, and to-day 
— * was brought to public attention 
through the courts. 

George R. Black, gashier of the German- 
American Bank, filed suit for divorce from 
his wife, charging adultery and naming John 
Donovan, Jr., President of the same bank 
and President of the St. Joe Stock Yards 
Co. andone of the city’s most prominent 
figures in business and society, as co-re- 
spondent. 

Black, it is stated, had been ne of 
his wife and Donovan for some time, and last 
Saturday he set a trap for them. He repre- 
sented that he was going to Kansas for sev- 
eral days and took with him his little 5-year- 
old son. Blacs sent his other child, a boy, to 
his mother’s home. He then proceeded to 
watch the movements of his wife and Don- 
ovan. Early in the evening he saw a mes- 
senger leave his house witha note and shad- 
owed him. This note was delivered to Don- 
ovan. Laterinthe evening Black saw Don- 
ovan enter his (Black’s) house. Mr. Black 
then took his way to the police 
station and told Chief Brader of his observa- 
tions. Two policemen were detailed to ac- 
company the bank cashier to his premises. 

What followed is thus related by Mr. Black 
himself: 

He says he entered the house with the om - 
cers, and together they ascended the stair- 
way. One blow ofa sledge hammer opened 
the door of his wife’s sleeping apart- 
ments andthe husband stepped quickly in- 
side with a bull’s eye lantern in one 
hand and a revolver in the other. What he 
saw there would prompt nine men out of 
ten tocommit murder. He found his wife, 
he says, and John Donovan in his wife's 
room. He held a revolver in their 
faces while those who had come 
with him struck a light. The 
man who had been wronged and deceived by 
his friend then said to the guilty pair that 
he was not there to murder them that he 
wanted them to live and face the world in 
their guilt. Hedid not upbraid his wife. 

„1 did not know of this disgrace that 
had deen brought upon me, said 
Mr. Black to your correspondent, untl 
I discovered it through my own efforts. I 
know now thatI have been accused of con- 
niving decause of my position in the bank. 
It makes my anger rise to fever heat when I 
think ofit. The man who outraged my con- 
fidence stated before the witnesses with me 
that night thatI knew nothingof the facts 
and must continue to make this statement 
before the world.“ 

In his petition for Givorce Black specifies 
numerous dates upon which Mrs. Black and 
Donovan are charged with having com- 
mitted adultery. 

Ata meeting of the directors of the bank 
Donovan’s resignation was demanded and 
retused. Black has resigned his position ae 
cashier. To the Post-DIsPaTCH correspond- 
ent he said that he would engage in no act- 
ive business until he had finished the pros- 
ecution of this case.

THEY ARE UNEASY. 


Noonan’s Appointees Do Not Feel Safe in 


Their Positions. 

There is all kinds of talk about the City Hall 
to-day concerning removals. One report, 
that there was to be a general cleaning out 
of several departments from top to bottom, 
and another was that only a few shining 
marks were to be takenas targets forthe 
dynamite cartridges. 

Dr. Brennan, the Health Commissioner, 18 
feeling very uneasy, and was asked this 
morning if he knew any cause for his re- 
moval. Very paturally he replied that he 
did not. He went on to say that he 
thought that the Health Department 
was being run as well if not better than 
under previous administrations and that it 
would be superfluous toask whether he felt 
—_ to handie an epidemic if it came 
along. 

The question of what constituted cause and 
who was to decide upon the proper definition 
was then discussed. It was suggested by the 
reporter that the allegations as to doctors 
who drank, bad butter, bed bugs, etc.,might 
easily be constituted cause, and Dr. Brennan 
admitted that they might work up some such 
stories if they tried. 

Suppl Commissioner John Gilbert was 
asked if he knew any cause why he should be 
removed, and he said he didnot, unless it 
was that he was heartily sick of his job and 
wanted to quit. Then he was asked ifit was 
as alleged in a morning paper, that he took 
unfair advantage of Mayor Noonan to secure 
his appointment he said ‘‘not guilty.’’ 

Street Commissioner Murphy was asked If 
there was any reason why he should be re- 
moved and said that the best reason he knew 
was that he was a first-class Democrat, which 
was in some people's eyes sufficient reason. 
The charter provisions on removals are very 
brief and specify as follows: 

Whenever the Mayor shall remove any apnoiated 
officer from office he shall immediately notify the 
Council of such removal and the causes therefor, 
and said Councii shal) fill the vacancy by electing a 
suitable person to fill the place. If the Council be 
not in session, then: be Mayor shall temporarily fill 
the vacancy, and shall report the fact of the removal 
to the next session of the Council. The Mayor shall 
have the power of removing an officer so elected, as 
if he had been appointed by the Mayor. All officers 
appointed by the Mayor shall be subject to removal 
by @ majority of the elected members of the Council, 
but if so removed, the Mayor shall fill the vacaney by 
appointing another person, and no confirmation of 
the Council shal! be required. 

Itis to be presumed that the Council fs 
made the judge of what constitutes cause.

HERBERT e. ANDERSON BRINGS AN 40. 
TION AGAINST SEVERAL CYCLISTS 


The Proceeding Grows Out of an Attempt 
to Expel Him From the L. A. W. for 
Criticising the Action of Its Political 


Committee—The Staed-Pohiman Case— } 


Court News. 


Some of the local wheelmen, who took an 
active partin the late mayoralty campaign 
may be on the lookout for ‘‘good roads’’ 
leading out ofthe city asa result of their 
brief, but unhappy political experience, A 
damage suit for $6,000 was filed in the Circuit 
Clerk’s office this afternoon by Herbert G. 
Anderson of the Pastime Athletic Club 
through his attorneys, Boogher & Taylor, 
against E. N. Sanders, Wm. Roseborough, 
A. L. Jordan, H. G. Walzendorf, Albert D. 
Davis and R. M. Milford, all bright lights in 
local cycledom, The suit is the outcome 
of the L. A. W.'s late irruption into 
municipal politics. When the candidates for 
Mayor had been named by the party conven. 
tions the League of American Wheelmen 
appointed a political committee who wrote 
to Messrs. Bannerman. and Walbaidge to 
learn their sentiments on the good roads 
question and the street sprinkling problem. 
Both candidates are alleged to have 
answered but Walbridge was beforehand in 
his reply, and the committee reported their 
indorsement of him, as the Dem- 
cratic candidate had failed to com 
ply with their request. Then Mr. 
Anderson stated toa Posr-DisPatcH repre- 
sentative that Mr, Bannerman had written 
to the committee and that his reply had been 
withheld. Thestatement caused great ex- 
citement among the local wheelmen and re- 
sulted in several indignation meetings. At 
the dinner at Baldwin during the annual 
county tour, Anderson was given several 
hard shots by the cyclists orators. Not con 
tent with this the Walbridge ‘‘good roads’’ 
enthusiasts went further and for- 
mulated charges against Anderson which 
were presented to Chief Consul Robert 
Holm of the Missouri Division, L. A. W., 
asking for Anderson’s expulsion from the 
body. 

The charges alleged that Anderson had 
been guilty of conduct unbecoming a wheel- 
man, and had acted against the best inter- 
estsofthe L. A. W., inthis, that after he 
had been informed to th ontrary, he 
falsely, maliciously and wilfully made the 
following false and libelous statement to the 
POST- DISPATCH, for the purpose of counter- 
acting the influence of the wheelmen’s poll- 
tical committee created by this honorable 
board, to-wit, that his (meaning Mr. 
Bannerman), letter was suppressed 
by the Campaign Committee of the 
League of American Wheelmen in order to 
further the interests of the Republican can- 
didate.’’ 

According tothe rules of the L. A. W. An- 
derson was forwarded a copy of these charges 
by Consui Holm. He brought the document 
to his lawyer, Mr. John P. Boogher, the 
Vice-President of the Pastime lub, who 
formulated in defense the little L. A. W. 
surprise party, which was sprung in the 
Circult Clerk’s office this afternoon. 

Anderson’s attorneys allege thatthe L. A. 
W. have not acted up to the letter of 
their constitution inthe matter. Thecharges 
presented to Consul Holm were dated April 
8. His notification to Mr. Anderson dated 
April 11 reads as follows: 

Mr. H. G. Anderson: 

DEAR Sin—Serious charges have been filed against 
yea by five members of this division for conduct un- 

ecominga Wheelman and a gentlemanand a meni- 
ber of this League, and you are therefore requested 
to appear before a meeting of the Board of UMieers 
of this division to be heid at the South Side Cycling 
Club. 2759 Lafayette avenue, Saturday, April 15, 
1893, at 8 p. m. and there show cause why you 
should not be expelled from membership. Yours 
truly, KOBEnT HOLM, Chief Consul. 

Under the L. A. W. constitution a member 
shall have twenty days’ notice before being 
called to answer charges, while Anderson 
was only given four days. Anderson’s league 
membership expires on April 30, so that he 
would be no longer a member and conse- 
quently not Mable to expulsion if given the 
usual notice, Anderson’s attorneys ee 
ceeding on this point state nat 
these summary proceedings, unwarranted 
in the L. A. W. constitution, have been 
taken to further the wrongful intent of the 
defendants as above described to the great 
damage ofthe piaintif.’’ Attorney Boogher 
says that the whole thing was hatched up 
against Anderson for his fearless fight in be- 
balf of the Democratic candidate. 

Besides the six men who are made de- 
fendents in the suit, the document pre- 
ferring charges against Anderson was signed 
by Messrs. W. Wieke, E. S. Ralty, Geo. Graf, 
Alex Fox, Ben J. Pavyer, G. Loeffel, C. Mu. 
Rosebrough, J. P. Graf, T. B. Ayres, Will J. 
Cox, C. W. Smith and J. W. Bowman.

W.. Dut he will be prepared to show in court, 
so he says, that he knew whereo! he spoke 
when he charged that Mr. Bannerman’s 
good road“ plank was withheld from the 
wheelmen’s political platform.

Local Christian Endeavorers and promi- 
nent Presbyterians were deeply concerned in 
a report from Cleveland, O., to-day, that 
the Presbytery ofthat city hud declared its 
hostility to the Young People’s Society of 
Christian Endeavor. The crusade was made 
because the society was said to sald the 
interest of the young in the church, and 
to instili in their hearts an allegiance to 
an association foreign to the church. A pas- 
tor of one of Cleveland’s Presbyterian 
churches announced that he had squelched 
the Y. P. S. C. E. in his church and had or- 
ganized a distinctively Presbyterian society. 
The report added that similar action would 
be taken by the Presbyterian churches in all 
parts ofthe country. The fact that the an- 
nual Presbytery meetings are now being held 
in every State and that the General] Assembly 
of the church will convene in Washington, 
D. C., at an early day, lent tothe significance 
of the stand taken by the Cleveland Presby- 
tery. 

M’CLAIN DEFENDS THEY. p. 8. c. E. 

Mr. William H. McClain, State President for 
Missouri of the Y. P. S. C. E., was seen to- 
day and was asked to state what the society 
had to sayin its owndefense. Ido not 
know whoisthe pastor that has annihilated 
Be wen Ga we s Bm & GD: EB. 
in his church, but I have no doubt 
that he is a very insignificant individual. 
We have in our ranks the greatest men in the 
Presbyterian ranks, and there are more 
branches of the society among Presbyterians 
than in any other denomination. The man 
who says the Christian Endeavor Society 
weakens the interest of its members in their 
respective churches isin error, because the 
pledge exacted of each endeavorer obliges 
himor her to attend the regular Sabbath 
services and also the mid-week services. 
Abouta year ago statistics were taken to 
determine how many members of the Y. F. 
S. C. E. attended church services regularly 
and how many did not. It was found that by 
far the greater number ofthe members are 
faithful in thelr attendance at church exer- 
cises.’’ 

DR. BROOKES DISCUSSES THE MOVEMENT. 

The St. Louls Presbytery meets on the 27th 
inst. at West Presbyterian Church, this city, 
and with this in. mind a POST-VISPATCH re- 

orter to-day asked Rev. Dr. James H. 

rOokes, pastor of the Washington and 
Compton avenues Presbyterian Church, 
whether he expected the st. Louis Presby- 
tery to follow in the footsteps of the Cleveland 
Presbytery. ‘‘No,I do not think that any such 
action will be taken by the Presbytery,’’ 
said he. 

„How do you regard the anti-Endeavor 
Society policy of the Cleveland Presbytery, 
Doctor? 

**I do not believe there isa spirit of hos- 
tility to the society prevalent in the Presby- 
terlan Chprch at large. Certainly I do not 
see how the allegiance of the young 

eople to their several churches can 

e weakened merely because a few 
times each year they hold union 
meetings at which all denominations 
are represented. The ministers dothe same 
thing when they attend the meetings of the 
Evangelical Alliance.

CLOSED FOR THE PRESENT. 


The Investigation of Hickey’s Complicity 
in the Clayton Assassination. 

MORRILLTON, Ark., April 14.—An end was 
reached in the examining trial of Frank 
Hickey, charged with the murder of John 
M. Clayton at Plummersville, Ark., four 
years ago, yesterday afternoon, yet the 
mystery is by no means solved. 

Among the witnesses the State introduced 
J. P. MceCullin of Conway, who failed to iden- 


tify Hickey. 

John S. Landers, Surveyor of Faulkner 
County, testified that he was Burkhardt’s 
brother. He said that his brother’s name 
was Nathan C. Landers. He corroborated 
the testimony of Landers, or Burkhardt, that 
the latter was in Arkansas at the time of the 
murder; also that Ed Riley lived with his 
mother in 1874, but did not identify Hickey as 
that person. 

Sheriff B. G. White described his journey 
for Hickey to Butte, Mont., and his experi- 
ence with him auring his return trip. He 
founda key on Hickey while returning to 
Arkansas that would unlock his irons and 
which had been made from an old spoon. 
Hickey had a file on his person. A. J. Werner, 
the officer from Montana, testified that Burk- 
hardt first told him what he knew of 
the ; murder in August, 
1892. has made contradictory 
statements. He said that while on the train 
en route to Arkansas Hickey went to Burk- 
hardt’s berth in the sleeper and whispered to 
him. From that time on Burkhardt made 
several efforts to escape. Explaining this, 
Burkhardt said he was told by Hickey that if 
he testified against him in Arkansas they 
would both be hanged. He promised Hickey 
to go no further, and tried to getaway. 
Wen the State had introduced two other un- 
important witnesses it rested the case. 

The defense introduced no testimony. The 
Court remanded Hickey to jail without ball 
to await the Grand-jury investigation. 

Landers, alias Burkhardt, was sent to the 
Penitentiary for safe- keeping much against 
his will. He was givena certificate for $300 
for expenses from Montana, Dut several tax- 
payers have filed protest with the County 
Judge against allowing Burkhardt any 
money claim for attending on the trial. 


LANDERS IN THE PENITENTIARY.

his four-year term. 

The organ tells him that his power to 
remove ‘‘forcause’’ in the meantime can 
safely be made a pretext for ‘‘a clean 
sweep’’ utterly nullifying the charter 
provision. The Mayor, being judge of the 
cause, can hold that the good of ‘ ‘the ser- 
vice’’ calls for a Republican appointee in 
place of a Democratic appointee, and on 
that ground alone remove any Democratic 
appointee before his charter term is half 
out, and put a Republican in his place. 

When partyism and spoils greed become 
to this extent regardless of law or decency, 
they are capable of the most unblushing 
corruptions in office and ballot box frauds 
in elections. Wetrust that there is enough 
decency and respect for the city charter 
among the Republicans of St. Louis to sit 
down on the office hungry elements that 
now threaten the party with more dis- 
grace and bitter faction fights than it has 
had to carry under any former municipal 
administration. 

We do not deny that there may be good 
cause for removing one or more of the ap- 
pointive officers. But the fact that a man 
is a Democrat, or that he was appointed by 
Mayor Noonan, is not, as the spoils-hun- 
gry organ contends, good cause for re- 
moval. 

The purpose of the charter provisjon was 
to prevent removals for any such reason, 
or forany but non-partisan causes, suffi- 
cient to justify removal in the opinions of 
pbth Democrats and Republicans. 

If the Mayor removes, the Council elects 
the successor. If the Council removes, 
the Mayor appoints the successor, If 
either removes for a mere spoils grabbing, 
machine-rigging purpose, good citizens of 
all parties will note the proceeding with 
disgust, and the party will soon be rent 
with internal feuds which Democrats will 
contemplate with amused complacency. 


THE ROACH CASE. 

The attempt of Republican Senators to 
force the Senate into an investigation of 
the character and record of Senator Roach 
of North Dakota brings up the question of 
the propriety of that or any other legis- 
lative body’s looking into the personal 
antecedents of any one who may be elected 
to its membership. 

It is charged that Senator Roach was at 
one time involved in a dishonest trans- 
action, for which, however, he was 
never prosecuted in court. There is no 
question either of his eligibility for mem- 
bership in the Senate or of the legality of 
his election. Whatever may have been 
his connection with the crime charged 
against him his personal character and 
conduct for years past have been such as 
to win for him the confidence of the peo- 
ple of his State. The only peg upon which 
the Senate could possibly hang an investi- 
gation of his past or an objection to his 
retention of his seat, is the unproved fe- 
port that he was guilty of a dishonest 
act at one time. 

But even if Roach were a worse man 
than his conduct shows him to be and if a 
more substantial charge lay against him 
as long as his eligibility under the law is 
unimpaired or the legality of his election 
unaffected it would be difficult to see the 
force of the Republican contention that 
the Senate should take action in 
his case. The constitutional provis- 
ion which makes the Senate the 


ee 2 of the ‘qualigestion and 
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not contemplate giving it the privilege of 
choosing the representatives of the States. 
The Senators represent the States not the 
Senate, and their fitness or unfitness isa 
matter which concerns the Statés ‘alone. 
The discredit of Quay’s election does not 
attach to the Senate, butto the State of 
Pennsylvania, which he represents. If 
Congress should carry its constitutional 
right to pass judgment uponits members 
beyond the question of legal qualification 
and election and into questions of personal 
character and fitness it might practically 
deny to the people the right of free choice 
in the selection of their representatives. 

Senators Hoar and Chandler, who are 
pushing this investigation fight for the 
Republicans, can neither find good ground 
for it nor show a beneficial object to be 
gained by it. It is impossible, therefore, 
to credit them with a higher motive than 
a desire to make political capital by be- 
smirching a Democratic Senator as badly 
as some of their own party Senators are 
besmirched. The people are familiar with 
the characters and records of Senators and 
the only result of such an investigation 
would be to exhibit the dirty linen of both 
parties. If the Senate can find no better 
work than that to do it had better 
adjourn, | 
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“THE FEOPLE CANNOT BE TRUSTED. 


In his speech against the election of 
United States Senators by the people, Sen- 
ator Hoar of Massachusetts gave utterance 
tosentiments which are doubtless held by 
the majority of Eastern Republican leaders, 
but which few of them would dare to 
breathe. .‘‘I am not afraid to say to the 
American people“ said he, ‘‘that it is 
dangerous to trust them with any great 
power of government to their direct and 
inconsiderate control,’’ 

This is the paternalistic idea out of 
which in these days grow monopoly, 
special privileges, coddled commerce, 
plutocracy and every other form ‘of op- 
pression which the ingenuity of the 
money-getting wit can dévise and the 
commercial conscience can condone, The 
American people, according to this view, 
**cannot be trusted’’ to take care of them- 
selves. They cannot intelligently elect 
Senators to represent them, but must hand 
over that duty to money-bags who ‘‘un- 
derstand the business interests of 
the country’’ and who are so devoted 
to them that no price is too high to 
pay for the election of Senators whose 
views are ‘‘sound’’ on corporations, priv- 
ileges, land grants and Government sub- 
sidies to railroad and steamship lines. It 
is the old aristocratic idea modernized 
and brought down to date. It implies the 
monopoly of political skill by a class qual- 
ified for political duties by the possession 
of wealth, and the childlike dependence of 
the mass of the people upon a despotism 
more or less benevolent. 

This senatorial utterance indicates the 
revival of a sentiment which disappeared 
with the old Federalist party, but which 
came again to the surface as a consequence 
of the plutocratic legislation during and 
since the war. It is un-American, un- 
Democratic and sectional. Itis a danger- 
ous influence which cannot be too soon 
exposed and stamped out. The American 
people set out one hundred years ago 
to govern themselves on the theory that 
they knew what was best for their own 
interests or at least thatit was better to 
trust their own judgment than that of self- 
constituted rulers—no matter how fatherly 
and benevolent. But their errors of policy 
during the past thirty years have led them 
into the trap set by politicians of 
the Hoar, Lodge, Quay variety. A total 
reversal of this policy is absolutely neces- 
sary to the existence of Democracy itself.

In fifteen years I have made 100 quilts, 
and they averaged $4.50 ablece. How do you 
think any woman could live and be healthy 
on such, pay rent and keep a fire and food on 
that kind of work in our greatcity.

Martin F. Morris, Associate Justice of the 
Court of Appeals, is a resident of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and has made an enviable 
reputation as a lawyer. He was associated 
for many years with the late Richard Merrick 
in the practice of law, the Star route cases 
being one of their most notable cases. He is 
about 60 years of age. 

The nomination of Seth Shepard to be one 
ofthe Associate Justices s calculated to 
cause a commotion in Texas, where Mr. 
Shepard occupied politically’ a position 
approximating that of the anti-snappers in 
New York. Mr. Shepard’s character asa 
man and a lawyer is unimpeachable. He has 
practiced law in Dallas ever since his major- 
ity, and he is now about 48 years of age. 
but politically he has many bitter opponents, 
and it is all owing to the silver question. He 
was chosen as the Hampasas Convention 
delegate-at-large to Chicago. When the 
State convention met to nominate a Gover- 
nora strong minority bolted. Mr. Shepard 
remained for a time, although in sympathy 
with the bolters, but when the convention 
adopted a free silver coinage plank he also 
went out, and has since been closely identi- 
fled with the Clark faction. 

L. Q. C. Lamar of Mississippi, who is made 
Recorder of the General Land Office, is the 
eldest son of the late Justice Lamar of the 
Supreme Court, and acquired some kKnowl- 
edge of the methods of the Interior Depart- 
ment when private secretary to his father 
while he was Secretary of the Interior. 

Robert K. Gillespie, who was nominated to 
be Principal Clerk of the Public Lands in the 
General Land Office, was nominated at the 
request of Mr.. McMillan of Tennessee, Mr. 
Gillespie is from Gallatin, Tenn., and is

* WANTS TO” BE INVESTIGATED, 


SENATOR ROACH WANTS THE CHARGE OF EM- 


BEZZLEMENT LOOKED INTO. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 14.—The subject 
of the proposed investigation of the charges 
of embezzlement against Senator Roach of 
North Dakota was precipitated on the Senate 
at the very opening of to-day’s proceedings 
by Mr. Roach himself. He rose and (referring 
to Mr. Hoar’s resolution for an investigation) 
said that he was perfectly willing that the 
investigation should be proceeded with. It 
had been his desire and purpose at first to 
ask such an investigation, but he had yielded 


to the advice of older Senators familiar (as he 
was not) with the customs and precedents of 


the Senate. 

Mr. Hoar inquired after Mr. Roach took his 
seat whether the Democratic Senators would 
permit his investigation to be agreed upon 
by unanimous consent, 

Mr. Vance, Chairman of the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections, to whom the in- 
quiry was specially directed, said he could 
not speak for other Senators, ‘put that, so far 
as he was concerned, he would make no ob- 
jection. 

Mr. George gaia that he would not be a 
party tosuch an agreement, and he denied 
the power of the Senate under the circum- 
stances to institute and conduct an investi- 
gation in reference to the conduct of a Sen- 
ator, which conduct had transpired prior to 
his election and had no connection with his 
election. He also denied absolutely that any 
consent on the part of the Senator whose 
conduct was proposed to be investigated 
would give jurisaiction to the Senate. Mr. 
George made a constitutional and legal argu- 
ment in support of his position. 

At the close of Mr. George’s argument, Mr. 
Gorman gave notice of a substitute, which 
he would offer for Mr. Hoar’s resolution. 
The substitute directs the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections to inquire intoand 
consider the question whether the Senate 
has authority or jurisdiction to investigate 
charges made against a Senator as to conduct 
or offenses occurring or committed prior to 
his election, not relating to his duty as Sen- 
ator or affecting the integrity of his election. 

Mr. Chandler then addressed the Senate in 
support of the Hoar resolution.

AN OCEAN HORROR. 


Story of the Survivors ofthe King James 
Burned at Sea. 


A dispatch from San Francisco a few days 
ago told of the burning of the ship King 
James, coal laden, from Newcastle, New 
South Wales, to San Francisco, her abandon- 
ment by the crew in the boats, and the final 
rescue of all the men of the mate’s boat and 
the landing of a part of those of the crew of 
the Captain’s boat at Santa Barbara after 


‘being picked up at sea by a passing steamer. 


Each boat had sixteen persons on board 
when they left the ship. As stated in the 
dispatches all the men in the Mate’s boat 
pats 5 saved, but when the Captain and his 

peop were rescued there were but five left. 
n Spivy, one of the men in the Captain's 
* tells athrilling story of their ex — 
in the San Francisco Framiner. 
‘*‘Billy Brees and myself lay down 19 he 
stern of the boat to die. I wanted to die. My 
life seemed to be soaking away in the 
be water and the colder winds that howled 
above the waters. We put our arms around 
each other before we became unconscious, 
and said we would die together. I cared not 
whether the boat floated or sank. When 1 
woke up I was clasping a corpse, and Muel- 
lerand myself lowered poor Billy over the 
side and wondered who would bethe next to 
go. But there was no next. 

After fourteen hours spent in the water- 
filled boat, the waves dashing clear over it 
every minute, the Captainand Mueller with 
thelr large sea- boots got the boat nearly 
bailed out, and the spirits of aH revived a 
little with the coming of light. 

Flynn, the sailmaker, became wild for 
water. He tried to drink salt water, and be- 
came furious when the Captain prevented 
him. Then he jumped overboard, being res- 
cued with difficulty, and had to be securely 
lashed tothe bottom of the boat by Mueller 
and the Captain. 

Out of the sixteen men who started the day 

before there were only left the Captain, the 
sailmaker Flynn, Apprentice John, Spivey 
and Seamen John Mueller and William 
Spe — Splvey and Flynn were lying in the 
bott of the boat like dead men. 
The ship’s papers, sextant, chronometer 
and log-book were all gone. The heads of 
the two water-breakers had been broken to 
be used as dballers, all the provisions had 
beenswept away and the oars and rudder 
were gone. 

After working many hours the strongest 
of the men contrived a rudder out of the 
bottom boards of the boatand put up the 
mast and sail, which stayed with the boat 
through all its buffetings. With these they 
made good headwa Towards dark all the 
men lay down in he boat. Finally falling 
asleep, the men slept all Saturday night, 
and Sunday morning set sail. 

They salled all day Sunday without food or 
water, and when on Monday morning an 
island was sighted they made for it. The 
shores were dangerous looking, and they 
skirted around the island looking for some 
signs of habitation. They sailed on tothe 
next island, Santa Rosa. 

The men by this time were dying of thirst. 
For nearly four days they had 1 no water 
or food, and they opened one of the four 
small cans. of fresh beef they had saved put 
of all of the provisions and tried to gat. 
Their parched tongues and swollen lips re- 
fused the morsels, and after trying to force it 
down they gave up the attempt. By this 
time they could see on Santa sa Island 
green pastures and a fence around one 


patch. 

Spence said he was dying with thirst, and 
wanted the Captain to let him off to — 
some water. e Captain refused 
Spence was desperate, and repeated his a 
mand so that they t in the boat and 
taking the rg ee meat can he waded ashore, 
saying that they must wait and he would 
return and bring them some water. For 
six hours they lay bythe island, waiting for 
their comrade, fearing that in his intense 
thirst he would kill himself with water, 
should he find any, yet not daring to go in 
search of him themselves. Finally a wind 
came up and blew them phen from the 
island, and they saw him nom 

Finally the wind freshened, they ‘took 3 
courage and shaped their course for the 
sage between Anacapa and Santa — 
Islands, one of the most dangerous on the 
coast, which they made about dark. The 
light at Point Hueneme was then visible and 
for thatthey steered. When the sun rose on 
the following morning they were picked up. 
They were within two miles of Hueneme 
Wharf, but had not enough strength left to 
guide the boat there. 

On the day the boat left the burning — 4 
it was capsized and four men were drowne 

The Captain says that when the boat left 
the ship he put the second mate, Daniel 
Ireland, a strong, intelligent Scotchman at 
the tiller. He says that steering a boat by a 
and he 
noticed thet Ireland made several mistakes 
and cautioned him. Capt. Drummond thinks 
that Ireland in his nervous state 
became rattled and put the tiller the 
wrong way 1 a critical moment 
for he says gust of wind came 
and the boat vent. over like a flash. It may 
have been the recollection of his mistake 
that drove Ireland crazy. He was the fourth 
man to die in the boat. He began talking 
very strangely, seemed not to know his com- 
rades, then worked himself up into a frenzy, 
swearing, praying, begging for asststance, 
and tear Dg his hair, his beard, and in his 
madness he also tore his clothes from his 
body and presented a frightful appearance, 
Bleeding in the face, where he had — 
erent handfuls of his hair out by the roo

The captain’ s son was a strong, handsome 
boy of 17, loved by his mates an ‘idolized by 
his father, who had made him third mate of 
the vessel.

THE CASE CLOSED. 


Dunnivant’s Suit Against Potter for 


$500,000 Dismissed. 


»CuIcCAGO, III., April 14.—The end of the 
famous suit for $500,000 damages, instituted 
against Orrin W. Potter by Eugene Dunni- 
vant, seems to have come, Two days ago it 
was dismissed by order of — * McConnel 
for want of prosecution. Judge Moore, Dun- 
nivant’s counsel, pleaded for delay, but the 
Judge refused to grant a continuance, and 
as the prosecution was not ready to proceed 
he peremptorily dismissed the case. 
Dunnivant’s lawyers took exceptions to the 


rulingand presented a motion to have the 
order set aside. But it is the general opinion 
that the sult will be dropped. There is much 
speculation over the unexpected termination 
of the famous case. 

The suit was brought because Dunnivant 
believed that Potter had continuously tried 
to get rid of him since the time Dunnivant 
fell in love with Gertrude Potter.

During the same year a 
boy named Allen implicated Dunnivantina 
robbery. Allen turned State’s evidence and 
was released, but Dunnivant was sentenced 
to four years in the 
in January, 1887. While he was 
in prison his friends unearthed 
what they asserted wasa conspiracy onthe 
part of O. W. Potter to send the boy to jail. 

Dunnivant was discharged from Joliet in 
April, 1890. He began the suit soon after.
